On Friday (as is well-known) the 
Attorney-General rose to a question of 
privilege. He denounced as scandal- 
ous a letter that had appeared in the 
Standard of even dato. The letter con- 
tained an injurious and shameful al- 
lusion to Mr. Justice Gray. It re- 
ferred to the letter of the honorable 
and learned gentleman addressed by 
him to the Attorney-General, and pub- 
lished in this journal ; and stated that 
the learned J udge's letter was necessary 
to remove the impression from the 
Chinese mind in British Columbia that 
Justice could be bought with presents! 
No one was surprised at tho righteous 
indignation of the Attorney-General, 
and it afforded intense gratification to 
the public to learn that whilst charac- 
terizing tho letter in the Standard as 
it deserved he took occasion to an- 
nounce that the Government w«ro in 
np way responsible for the attack 
which his colleague, in moving tho ad- 
dress in reply to the Speech, had made 
upon the Judiciary. This brought 
Capt. Evans to his feet to declaim 
having referred to Judge Gray 
or the Chinese case; but leav- 
ing it to be inferred that he 
(Evans) did refer to another learned 
Judge. On Sunday, in a leading arti- 
cle, we gave the ofl'ending member the 
full benelit of his explanation by quot- 
ing from our contemporary's report. We 
nothing extenuated nor aught setdown 
in malice. The explanation of Captain 
" Evans, therefore, is before the country, 
and we feel persuaded that every dis- 
interested man in tho Province will say 
that it in no way relieves him from the 
responsibility of having grossly and 
wantonly libelled a member of the 
Judiciary while shielding himself from 
punishment behind an Act of Parlia- 
ment, which, it is hoped, will be 
found to possess less efficacy for the cow- 
ardly purpose for which it has been in- 
voked than he imagines. a The remarks 
of the learned Attorney General would 
seem to have worked a sudden reform- 
ation in thetoneof ourcontemporary, for 
we find it yesterday posing as the de- 
fender of Mr. Justice Gray', and seiz- 
ing the occasion to pass a high encom- 
ium upon that gentleman for his im- 
partiality and integrity. So far so 
well; but we submit that an apology 
for the publication of the offending let- 
ter would have been more in keeping 
with the proprieties of the case. Mr. 
Justice- Gray needs no panegyric at 
the hands of the Standard, which met 
him on his arrival as a strange,!- in the 
Province with a gross and unjustifiable 
attack on his character, copied from an 
Eastern paper. Quite as unbecoming 
are the remarks of our contemporary 
respecting the report in The Colonist. 
Scarce a day passes that Government 
supporters do not rise to protest against 
the reports of our contemporary being 
accepted as correct, and Capt. Evans' 
attempted explanation of what he in- 
tended to say (but didn't!) does not call 
in question our report. Judge Gray 
may not have been the gentleman at 
whom the malevolent shafts of Capt. 
Evans and his "coach" were aimed, 
but they cunningly left the charge so 
that it was open to apply to either of 
the learned Judges who has a "wife 
and daughters." There was no misre- 
porting. The trouble is that the fool- 
ish old man was too faithfully reported. 
That is why he and his party wince; 
and for the same reason the Attorney- 
General had to rise and disavow Gov- 
ernment responsibility for the grossly 
mendacious charges and the indecent 
letter in tho Standard. Capt. Evans 
is always proclaiming from tho house- 
tops his purity — his veivcity. In fact, 
he commenced his attack on the Judi- 
ciary by dragging Cesar's wife before 
the whole House and declaring that 
Judges should be Lke her — above sus- 
picion. If it be so with Cesar's help- 
meet, how is with the doughty 
Captain, so-called? He claims that he 
has been approached repeatedly to turn 
. his coat, and that he has each time re- 
sisted the tempter with "Get' "thee be- 
hind me, Satan." Do men "approach" 
those whom they regard as above sus- 
picion? Is it not the weak and cor- 
rupt who are singled out for purchase? 
And as to veracity, what say the 
journals of the House? That the 
veracity of Capt, Evans was disputed 
undor oath by a clergyman of Yale 
district a year ago ! 

The Standard asserts that we have 
dragged Judge Gray's name into the 
controversy for political purposes. We 
did not import tho learned gentleman's 
name into the discussion at all. But 
we have assisted Judge Gray in 
drawing from the member who began 
by making a wholesale assault on the 
Bench the avow.il that his remarks had 
no reference to him. The avowal is 
well as far as its goes. The Standard 
evidently thinks it goes far enough. 
There we differ with our contemporary. 
So long as the slightest suspicion is al- 
lowed to rest upon either of the Judges 
with whom Judge Gray is associated, 
just so long will Judge Gray occupy a 
false and injurious position, for is it not 
clear that the exculpation of Judge 
Gray does not relieve the Bench of 
the stain cast upon it by a vain and 
garrulous man, who is little better than 
an Edison Talking Machine, played 
• upon as a pianist plays upon the. keys 
of his instrument? Will Judge 
Gray, although personally absolved, 
sit with a colleague who, it 
has been publicly stated, accepted pre- 
" sents from a person then on trial be- 
fore him 1 Certainly not. Judge Gray 
— high-minded and chivalrous as he is 
known to be — is as interested in 
demanding that a brother Judge be af- 
forded an opportunity of clearing his 
eraiin 1 of the gross offence charged us 
if he wore himself the object of sus- 
picion. 



Capt Evans owes it to himself, the 
House and the public to indicate the 
Judge his remarks had reference to. 
He has told us whom ho did rioimean. 
Now let him say whom he did mean. 
If he be the honest and veracious man 
ho affects to be, ought he not to seizo 
this chance to make good his charge; 
and failing that, to expose to the world 
the name of the rascal who sent him 
into the House to recito his lesson?

Ottawa, Jan. 27. — Tho general be- 
lief among well-informed persons is 
that tho Government will impose a 
duty of 75 cents per ton on soft, coal, 
but there is considerable difference of 
opinion as to whether anthracite coal 
will be taxed or not. 

Tho proposal to issue paper money 
for the construction of tho Canada 
Pacific Bailway is one which in a very- 
few months will have gained at its 
present rate of progress 'so many ad- 
herents as to compel tho two great 
political parties to side either for or 
against the movement. One or two 
members of the Cabinet aro said to be 
favorablo to the proposition, also a fair 
sprinkling of tho members of the two 
branches of the Dominion Legislature. 
Arguments in favor of tho proposal aro 
used. Among the number are these: 
1. No interest would have to be paid 
on borrowed capital. 2. Compara- 
tively little capital would have to be 
borrowed. 3. Tho currency is con- 
venient for paying large bodies of men. 
•i. It is the only way to build the road 
so as to avoid national bankruptcy. 5. 
And not more than 75 per cent, of the 
currency issued would ever have to bo 
redeemed, as fully 25 per cent, would 
be destroyed or lost. 

The Canada Pacific Railway staff are 
busily engaged in preparing papers con- 
nected with the contracts for the west- 
ern portion of the road. Tho time for 
receiving tenders for the unconstructed 
links of the Thunder Bay Branch ex- 
pires on the 30th inst., and at the pres- 
ent time there are a number of contrac- 
tors in tho city inspecting the plans, 
specifications, profiles, etc,, of the road. 
It is believed by many that tho whole 
of the sections will be let to one com- 
pany. These 187 miles are, excepting 
one section in British Columbia, the 
most difficult of construction on the 
whole Canada Pacific Rail read, and it 
is estimated by well informed persons 
that the sections'cannot bo construct- 
ed for less than nine to ten millions of 
dollars, or about §50,000 per mile, as 
the quantity of rock to be taken out 
and the fillings to be made ara enor- 
mous. 

Sir A. T. Gait's mission to Spain is 
said, on credible authority, to be for 
the negotiation of such a treaty as will 
facilitate trade between Canada and 
Cuba and the Spanish West Indies. 

Toronto, Jan. 2G. — Yesterday the 
honorary degree of LL.D. was con- 
ferred upon Earl Dufferin by Trinity 
College, Dublin. The Hall "of tho old 
College was filled by a most distinguish- 
ed assemblage, and the Earl received a 
very warm welcome. — Globe. 



Elootricity in Silk Winding. 

An inventor in this citv, says the 
Scientific American, claims to have per- 
fected an electrical device which will 
materially reduce the cost of silk reeling 
and so make the production of silk 
commercially profitable in this country. 
From their exceeding lineness tin? silk 
strands are liable to break while being 
unwound from the cocoons, making 
necessary close attention on the part 
of the person superintending the work. 
The strands of silk from four cocoons 
are usually run out on one reel to form 
a single thread, and one woman cannot 
do more than attend at most to two 
reels. It has been claimed by .many 
interested in the silk trade that-, no 
machinery could be made delicate 
enough to watch this work automati- 
cally. The attention of the inventor 
was drawn to the subject two years 
ago, and he has lately perfected his 
application of the electric current to 
this work. By running tho strands 
over carefully balanced wires, when 
one breaks the wire drops into the 
oiercury and closes a circuit which acts 
on an electric stop in the reel. The 
work is thus stayed until the strand is 
spliced and the circuit broken. In this 
way the electricity watches the strands 
and the attendant has only to notice 
the reels and start them when they 
•stop. In the old way not more than 
. ix pounds could be worked in a week ; 
by this invention it is claimed that 
forty pounds will he wound in the 
same time. The promoters of this in- 
vention hope by it to increase greatly 
the silk industry in this country, Ow- 
ing to the cost of labor, cocoons are not 
rolled in this country to any great ex- 
tent. They are raised here — none bet- 
ter, it is claimed, can be found else- 
where — and exported for reeling, and 
then much of tho raw silk is imported 
for manufacturing. A large amount 
will bo saved if the cocoons can be 
cheaply wound off here. In the South 
where the mulberry is common, it is be- 
lieved that the culture of silk may rival 
that of cotton.

Second Session. 

Monday, Feb. 10. 
Mr. Speaker took tho olinirat 2:05 p.m. 

REGISTRY. 

Mr. McGillivray moved that, in tho 
opinion of this House, it is expedient to 
ostabliah a Registry Oftieo at Now West- 
minster, under tho provisions of "Land 
Registry Ordinance, 1870," for the con- 
venience of the inhabitants of tho Main- 
land. 

Mr. Speaker said tho resolution was 
out of order and could not be brought 
forward by private members. 

At tho request of Mr. Smitho, Mr. 
Speaker agreed to look into authorities 
and givo his opinion to-morrow. 

LIENS IN FAVOR OF MECHANICS. 

, Mr. Drummond asked leavo to intro- 
duce a Bill intituled "An Act' to establish 
Liens in favor of Mechanics and others." 
Granted. Read a first time; read a second 
timo on Wednesday. 

VICTORIA OAOL AND ROYAL HOSPITAL. 

Mr. Drummond moved that a committee 
be appointed to visit tho Victoria Jail and 
Royal Hospital, and to report to this 
House upon their condition and manage- 
ment, such committee to consist of 
Messrs. Williams, Evans, W. M. Brown, 
E. Brown, Ash and Drummond. 

FENCE ORDINANCE. 

Mr. Saul asked leavo to introduce a 
Bill intituled "An Act t« amend the 
'Fence Ordinance, 18G9. " Granted 
Read 1st time, 2nd reading on Thursday. 

COKONEUS' BILL: 

Tho House then went into committee 
on this bill with Mr, Drummond in the 
chair, 

Clause 10. Providing against a refusal 
of a medical man to attend after having 
been summoned by a coroner. 

Hon. Mr. Walkam moved that the doc- 
tor should forfeit a sum not less than §20 
or more than §100. 

Capt. Evans moved in amendment, 
"not l,ess than §50 or more than 8100. 

Tho amendment was put and lost, Mr. 
Walkem's resolution being carried. 

Tho remaining clauses then passed and 
tho committee rose and reported tho bill 
complete with amendments. Tho report 
was ordered to bo considered on Wednes- 
day. 

TKISON REGULATIONS BILL. 

Hon. Sir. Walkem, in moving the se- 
cond reading of this bill, said it wis taken 
from tho Ontario Act and ho considered 
was much required in this Province. Its 
object was to allow tho superintendent to 
draw up rules for the prison, but which lie 
would havo to submit for tho approval of 
the Lieut. -Governor in Council; ho will 
also bo allowed to suspend any subordi- 
nate officer, but must at once report the 
matter to the Government. He would 
now state that he intended bringing in a 
short report showing that each prisoner in 
the gaol now cost tho country between 10 
and 11 cents a day, against 20 and 21 
cents of 1378. 

Tho bill was then read a second time 
and committeed with Mr. W. M. Brown 
in tho chair. 

Clause 1, enabling tho superintendent 
to mako rules, etc., for the various gaols, 
such rules and orders to bo approvod by 
tho Lieut. -Governor in Council. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven wished to know whe- 
ther the Attorney-General did not think 
of inserting a clause to givo prisoners 
some reward for good conduct, whether 
their term of imprisonment could not bo 
lessened. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the country 
could not pardon any prisoner. In On- 
tario there aro rewards, but only in the 
cases of a Central prison. The only thing 
that could bo done would bo to petition 
tho Dominion Government in such cases. 

The clause passed! 

Clause 2. The rules to bo printed and 
posted up in conspicuous places in tho 
gaol. Passed. 

Clauso 3. Tho superintendent to havo 
power to suspend any of the gaolers and 
other officers. Passed. 

Clause '1 — Giving power to the Super- 
intendent to impose fines on subordinate 
officers for negligence, etc. 

This clause was struck out. 

Clauso 5 — The Superintendent shall 
have power at all times to enter into any 
gaol, to visit and inspect the samo, and 
examine all books, &c. ; also, giving him 
power to issuo a warrant for the arrest of 
any one refusing to givo up his books, 
&c, for examination, and to imprison tho 
offender for 14 days. 

Mr. Vernon considered this was giving 
the Superintendent too much power and 
ho thought the Government should havo 
some control over that officer. ' 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho first part of 
tho clause was needful and he thought 
good, but tho last part he was willing to 
amend if noccasary. 



Mr. Smithe said this was certainly 
giving tho Superintendent an extraordin- 
ary power and ho trusted ■ the Attorney- 
General would amend the last part of the 
clauso. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho thought it 
was rather severe, but such power is need- 
ful. Tho Inspector of Gaols in tho other 
Provinces havo it. 

Mr. Vernon said ho had no objections 
to his inspecting tho gaols, but outsido of 
that ho did not think it would bo well to 
givo him power to imprison a man. Sup- 
posing ho might have a grudgo against 
one of his subordinates, misinterpret somo 
action of his and imprison tho man for 14 
days. He thought it was a very danger- 
ous p6wer to give to any man. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven thought that acts of 
negligence or refusal to obey orders in 
gaols should bo sovoroly punished. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho samo words 
occurred in tho Ontario Act, giving tho 
power to inspectors. If thero was over an 
occasion for this power it would havo to 
bo used summarily. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said ho thought it 
was necessary to give tho Superintendent 
Borac such powor as this, for it would tend 
to improve tho condition of tho gaols. 

Mr. Vernon said if ono man was to 
havo all this powor vested in him thero 
should bo some check on him to guard 
against his abusing it. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho power 
might bo modified, but it was absolutely 
necessary that tho Superintendent should 
havo power to demand books or any pris- 
on property from gaolers. 

Mr. McGillivray had wo objection to 
tho Superintendent issuing a warrant, 
but ho must object to his adjudicating 
on his own case. 

Tho committee then rose and reported 
progress, and asked leavo to .sit again. 

ASSESSMENT ACT. 

His Excolloncy the Lieut. -Governor, 
accompanied by Mr. W, Boyle, Private 
Secretary, then onterod the House and 
gave his assent to an Act to amend sec- 
tions and 13 of tho Assessment Amend- 
ment Act, 1878, and section 1 of t ho 
School Tax Amendment Act, 1878. 

The Uoiiou again went into committco 
on tho Pris, mi Regulations Act, Clauso 5, 
being allowed to stand over. 

Clause (!. — Prohibiting tho introduc- 
tion into the gaol of spirituous or fer- 
mented liquors, tobacco, opium and 
snuff. Passed. 

Clauso 7. — Every officer to furnish tho 
Superintendent with a monthly written 
statement of expenditure, etc. Passed. 

Clauso 8. — Tho Superintendent to pro- 
paro and annual report by 1st November, 
to be laid before tho Lcgislativo Assem- 
bly. Passed. 

Clauso 9. — "Gaol" to mean every pris- 
on, lock-up, and other place of imprison- 
ment other than penitentiaries under the 
the control of the Dominion of Canada. 
Passed. 

The committee then rose and asked 
leave to sit again, , 

Leave granted for Tuesday next.. 

House adjourned till- Thursday at 2 
p.m.

Supremo Court. 

[Bcforo Sir Matthew Baillie ric. -bic.] 

Monday, Feb. 10, 1879. 

James Harvey es, Arthur Finney — This 
was an action removed from the County 
Court at Nanaimo, wherein plaintiff 
claimed §217 balance of account. 

The defendant pleaded the statuto of 
limitation, and tho plaintiff in reply to 
such plea relied upon a sum of §12 debit- 
ed to ono Hosie and credited to tho de- 
fendant within six years, and also upon a 
verbal settlement and statement of ac- 
count within such period. 

The evidence upon both sides was con- 
cluded, and tho Chief Justice adjourned 
tho case until Wednesday next to hear 
tho arguments of counsol upon several 
law points. 

Mr. Theodore Davie appeared for tho 
plaintiff and Mr. A. R. Robertson, Q.C., 
for the defendant. 

Tod i's. Peers. — The Chief Justice ren- 
dered tho decision in this case, which was 
an appeal from tho County Court Judge 
sitting in insolvency, lie held that the 
affidavits on which the writ of attachment 
had been obtained did net comply with 
tho act and wore substantially defective. 
Tho attachment was therefore set asido. 

Mr. Robertson, Q.C., for Tod; Messrs. 
Drako A- Jackson for Peers. 

[Before .Mr. Justice Cretuo.] 

Clay vs. Wollacott. — Mr. Justice Crease 
gave judgment in this caso on appeal 
from the County Court of Victoria. Tho 
facts proved were that tho sheriff seized a 
cheque under execution, and after obtain- 
ing payment thereof the defendant claim- 
ed exemption under tho Homestead Ordi- 
nance. - 

The learned Judge held that tho Kome- 
stead Ordinance, as far as regarded an ex- 
emption of §500 in insolvency, was op- 
posed to tho British North America Act 
and therefore bad; but ho hold that in 
cases not in insolvency this exemption 
was good. After an elaborate review of 
the various bankrupt acts and laws bear- 
ing on exemption he decided that tho 
cheque in dispute did not fall within tho 
exemption of the Homestead Act, and 
that the seizure was complete; tho judg- 
ment of the County Court was therefore 
overruled. 

Mr. Drako appeared for Mr. Clay; Mr. 
Theodore Davie for tho respondent. 

Solo of Property for Delinquent 
Taxes. 

Mr. A. Mackenzie, tax collector, yes- 
terday held a sale of property for delin- 
quent taxes at tho Land Office. Tho 
amounts duo were generally small. About 
30 bidders were present, and it was a piti- 
ful sight to see homesteads slipping out of 
the grasp of settlers because they were un- 
able to meet the demands of tho Govern- 
ment. Tho owner lias the right of re- 
demption within two years by paying tho 
amount duo for taxes and 10 per cent, in- 
terest added. If not redeemed at the end 
of that period tho land passes absolutely 
into tho hands of tho buyer:

Col. Wallace, one of 
the pioneers of Puget Sound, and a Mason 
in high standing, departed this life on 
Friday. Visitors from all parts of the 
Sound attended his funeral at Steilacoom. 
Navigation on the Upper Columbia will 
not be resumed under thirty days. The 
cornet brass band to be started at Port 
Blakely have sent east for their instru- 
ments. Capt.- Starr has somo idea of 
having built at Seattle a now steamer for 
the Sound trade. — Com. 



Canadian Pacific. 

In the Dominion Board of Trade on tho 
25th ult. Mr. McKcclmie moved that the 
Government bo urged to proceed with the 
building of tho Pacific Railway, and with 
tho deepening and enlarging of the. St. 
Lawrence canals as rapidly as tho circum- 
stances of the country will permit. 

Mr. McKcchnio advocated the spirit of 
tho motion, and desired to havo all the 
iron rails, fish-plates, bolts, etc., used in 
tho construction of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway manufactured in Canada from 
native raw material. Tno early comple- 
tion of tho road was an absolute necessity, 
in order to secure tho national existence 
and keep tho trade of the Northwest on 
Canadian soil. 

Mr. Elliott, Toronto, seconded tho mo- 
tion, and referred to tho development of 
Canada, which had been rendered so rap- 
id by tho construction of provincial rail- 
ways. What had been done on a limited 
scale would bo repeated tm a still larger 
scale by the construction of tho Canada 
Pacific Railway.

Tho Insult to tho Judiciary. 

Editor Colonist : ^Tou have done 
the community good service by the 
manner in which you have treated and 
brought under notice the late unpar- 
alleled attack of Evans upon the integ- 
rity of the judicial Bench — albeit not 



one of the most pleasant duties, but 
none the less important. 

It is neither consistent with the re- 
spect Evans owes to himself or this 
community that the serious charge ho 
has made should be disposed of by his 
present unsatisfactory replies. Ho is 
bound to state distinctly what ho was 
driving at when alluding, as ho did, in 
his recent speech to the Judiciary. If 
a member of the House of Commons 
were to do what Evans has done, nnd 
with apparently as little grounds for 
it, and then endeavor to shufllo out of 
it in the manner ho is attempting to 
do, ono would not bo surprised if it 
led to a motion that tho hon. member 
be expelled from the House. It is in- 
cumbent upon Mr. Evans to divulge 
the grounds ho had for tho remarks 
made — to state tho name of Judge ac- 
cused — tho character of tho presents 
received, — and under what circumstan- 
ces. 

No man having any pretensions to 
bo a gentleman can give utterance to 
the observations Evans did in his 
speech, and release himself with honor 
by persistant refusal "to make no re- 
traction other than that ho has done."

Tho "vTants of a Community that is 
Denied its Political Rights. 



Editor Colonist:— In your issue of 
Friday last you give a statement of the 
revenue derived from the different por- 
tions of the Province, by which it ap- 
pears that Cassiar contributes about 
one-sixth of the entire sum, being more 
than Cariboo, and nearly as much as 
Yale, both of which places return three 
members, whereas Cassiar has no rep- 
resentatives in the Parliament, and no 
voice in the expenditure of the money 
to which she is such a large contribu- 
tor. Under such circumstances of 
course it is not surprising that but 
scant justice lias been done to the dis- 
trict, and that in lieu of fostering the 
mining industry the Government seem 
only to have endeavored to make a 
profit out of tho place, nnd to do as 
little for the money received as pos- 
sible. This, however, is a most short- 
sighted policy, for nearly all the money 
takon out from there is spent in Vic- 
toria and other parts of the Province, 
and is a net gain to the community at 
large; and if a reasonable sum had 
been, or should in the future be, spent 
in trails, roads, etc., I venture to pre- 
dict that the revenue alone, from there 
would bo increased fourfold, and that 
in lieu of giving employment to from 
GC0 to 700 whitemen, and about 5Q0 
Chinamen, which is estimated to be 
about the number there in the summer 
time, four times that number could 
find profitable employment. I have 
been surprised at the want of know- 
ledge displayed by the official and lead- 
ing men of Victoria as to Cassiar, its 
value to the Province, location, ic. It 
shows the necessity for there being at 
least two members to represent the dis- 
trict in order to enlighten the ignorance 
of our rulers. What the country wants, 
and what will really do good, is a wag- 
gon-road from the head of steamboat 
navigation on the Stickeen to Dease 
Lake, a distance of about 85 miles, 
through an easy country, so as to ena- 
ble tho miners to get in their provi- 
sions and stores at a reasonable rate, 
and also be able to get in machinery; 
a trail to be cut up the banks of the 
river Stickeen to enable packers and 
others to drive their trains and cattle 
through in lieu of transporting them 
by steamer at a great expense, or keep- 
ing them in the country during the 
winter doing nothing and at great cost ; 
a trail from Thibcrt Creek to McDame 
Creek, a distance of about 80 miles, 
cutting the head-waters of the numer- 
ous streams flowing into Dease River, 
all of which are believed to be rich in 
gold as they all come from the same 
gold-bearing range from which Dease, 
Thibert, Defot and McDanio Creek 
spring; and a small sum expended in 
improving the navigation of Stickeen 
River by removing snags, etc. This 
soundslikea comprehensive programme, 
but I am convinced it would bo bettor 
for the country than any dry-dock or 
such like scheme, as it would enable 
some thousands of men to find profita- 
ble employment; and tho increased 
tolls from tho roads and general in- 
crease of revenue would soon more 
than pay the money expended, to say 
nothing of the stimulus it would give 
to trade at Victoria and elsewhere. 
Cassiar is an immense district and gold 
is found nearly everywhere. It has, 
however, been but very little prospect- 
ed and as an instance of this I may 
mention that Defot Creek, which was 
struck late last season, is situated only 
a fow miles from Thibert Creek, which 
has been worked for the last five years. 
Of course, the great drawback to the 
country is the shortness of the season, 
but miners are turning their attention 
to the dee]) diggings and drifting claims 
which can be worked during tho winter 
months, and this will, to a greatextent, 
modify this objection. It is a mockery 
of representative government and worse 
that anything that happened before tho 
reform bill in England, that this place 
paying, as I have already stated, about 
one-sixth of the entire revenue of the 
Province, should have no voice in the 
government of the country or expendi- 
ture of the money, when Kootenay, 
which does not contribute sufficient to 
pay the allowance and travelling ex- 
penses of her members, should have 
two representatives. W,
